DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment received on February 18, 
2004, in which claims 1, 5, 9, 11, 13, and 14 are amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowable subject matter in claims 1 and 5 is the external force heading from 
a front side of the vehicle on the bumper member is received by the shock absorbing 
members fitted into the receiving portions of the vehicle body frame located rearwardly 
of the rear end of the floor. 

The allowable subject matter in claim 9 is the upper and lower shock absorbing 
members having rear sides mounted on the vehicle body at a position that is rearward 
of a center of the front wheel.
